President Fox to tighten relationship 
with Mexicans living abroad

Second only to the oil in- 
dustry’s contribution to the Mexi- 
can economy, Mexicans working 
and living abroad sent more than 
$10 million back to their families 
in 2002. The tourist industry 
dropped to third place with an 
investment of $8.6 million. The 
role of these transplanted nation- 
als is about to be promoted. 

On August of 2002, ina long 
awaited reform of relations with 
Mexicans living outside of Me- 
xico, President Vicente Fox Que- 
zada decreed a new National 
Counsel for the Mexican Com- 
munities Abroad; a permanent 
department under the Secretariat 
of Foreign Affairs. 

After a national search that 
included 320 candidates for the 
position of executive officer, 
Candido Morales Rosas was ap- 
pointed by Fox and began the dif- 
ficult task of bridging the enor- 
mous communication gap by 


launching the Consejo Consultivo 
on October Ist. a permanent ad- 
visory group of 120 elected mem- 


bers.

The president has not yet un- 
veiled his “Clear Government” 


legislation, and yet it’s already 


gathering strong opposition. This 


radical market-based initiative 


will purportedly “forever change 


the way Washington does busi- 


ness.” 


Though this legislation has 


not yet been adopted, critics 
charge that if Congress goes 
along. it will become possible for 
the likes of a Kenneth Lay to 
avoid prison by purchasing time- 
served credits from poor inmates. 


It would also enable under- 


achieving wealthy students to “not 
be left behind” by purchasing 
grade credits. Purchase of war 
credits from the poor would allow 
them to stay behind in times of 
War. 


“Fine by us, as long as some- 


one does the time and someone's 
doing the fighting,” states presi- 
dential spokesman Ari Fleischer. 


Clear Government is pat- 


terned after the proposed “Clear 
Skies” legislation that will permit 
big-polluting companies to buy 


Twenty-seven American states 
have passed them. But while En- 
elish-only laws have been prima- 
rily symbolic, the elimination of 
bilingual education from schools 
has had and will continue to have 
a dramatic effect in the education 
of immigrants” kids. 

Ron Unz, the California soft- 
ware entrepreneur who has spear- 
headed the initiatives, claims that 
his interests are reflected in the 
name of the organization which 
has been established to eliminate 
bilingual education, English for 
the Children. Voters. of course, re 
duced the very complex issue of 
educating foreign-born kids as a 
simple choice between English 
and Spanish. English won hand- 
ny 

Unz's anu-bilingualism was 
not successful in Colorado where 
voters rejected his plan. Ina way. 
though, he was also successful 
there. His opponents in Colorado 
avoided the word “bilingual” as 
much as possible. They focused 
instead on English Plus. the name 
of their group. which reflects a 
stance that gives prominence to 
English but at the same time in- 
cludes another language. [t's a 
form of bilingual education with- 
out the negative connotations the 
word has acquired 

English Plus gave Unz his 
Hirst defeat by not focusing on 
voters’ perceptions of bilingual 
education. Uns opponents also 
benefited from a major financial 
contribution by Pat Stryker. a 
Colorado billionaire, whose 
daughter attends a “dual-lan- 
guage” school. If Unz's proposal 
had been approved. it would have 
also climinated these dual-lan

pollution credits from lesser pol- 
luters. The legislation would sim- 
ply nationalize local policies al- 
ready in place that encourage the 
swapping of pollution credits to 
reduce pollution. However, 
Fleischer intimates that the presi- 
dent may exercise a USA Patri- 
ouc Act clause that allows him to 
sidestep Congress and simply 
implement it via executive fiat. 

Under Clear Government, the 
administration would establish the 
National Government Trading 
Policy (NGTP) and apply it to all 
facets of government. Fleischer 
concedes that there indeed are 
downsides, but he maintains that 
any negative effects will be more 
than offset by creating a more ef- 
ficient form of government. “Un- 
der this scheme, everybody wins.” 

However, critics maintain that 
virtually all NGTP provisions are 
ripe for wholesale abuse: 

— Trade credits from impov- 
erished nations would permit U.S. 
corporations to adopt Third World 
wages and safety and environ- 
mental regulations without leav- 
ing the U.S.A. 

— Credibility credits would 
permit government officials, poli- 
ticians and corporations to lie or 
withhold information to the pub- 
lic without being held accountable 
by anyone. 

— Political credits would al- 
low candidates to buy votes from 
citizens declaring their intention 


not to vote, thereby preserving the 
integrity of the electoral process. 

— Color-blind credits would 
permit the government, schools 
and corporations to racially pro- 
file, and give them the ability to 
hire, promote, accept or fire any- 
one at will. 

— Justice credits would per- 
mut the government and the courts 
to secretly round up, try, convict 
and execute or deport anyone 
without just cause. Double-bonus 
Justice credits would permit un- 
limited roundups of Arab-Mus- 
lims and frequent-flier mileage for 
anyone who turns them in. 

Immigration credits from 
starving masses (yearning to be 
free) would grant former dictators 
and human rights butchers auto- 
matic U.S. citizenship. 

— And finally, by trading in 
on company-bestowed junk cred- 
its (stocks) before corporations go 
belly-up, CEOs could maintain 
their lifestyles, while emptying 
their employees” life savings. 

These provisions, Fleischer 
notes, will be in effect only until 
the end of our permanent war on 
terror. Yet because the verdict is 
still out on the pollution credits 
program, critics have vowed to 
oppose this new proposed national 
policy and its international com- 
panion, the International Govern- 
ment Trading Policy. 

Under the IGTP, brutal gov- 
ernments will be able to purchase 


human rights credits from coun- 
tries such as Monaco, Vanuatu and 
even the Vatican (which is itself 
considering reintroducing the sell- 
ing of indulgences). It will permit 
our government to purchase hu- 
man rights credits in exchange for 
military favors. (For example, the 
United States could receive a mili- 
tary base from Flatonia in ex- 
change for our government decer- 
tifying it as a human rights-vio- 
lating nation.) The purchase of 
treaty credits will permit the 
United States to disregard any 
treaty it sees fit, including the In- 
ternational War Crimes Tribunal, 
SO as to carry out worldwide wars 
unimpeded. Military assassination 
and coup d'etat credits will also 
be available to assist in this effort. 

“Such a tradeoff will allow us 
to successfully prosecute our per- 
manent war on terror,” Fleischer 
states. 

Some critics maintain that our 
foreign policy already functions 
in that manner, and they fear that 
we may soon begin selling Con- 
stitution and Bill of Rights cred- 
its at home to the highest bidders. 
Nat surprisingly, the president re- 
portedly takes great umbrage at 
such criticism, and he questions 
the patriotism of those opposed to 
Clear Government.

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Oficina de presupuesto: panorama sombrio sobre déficit EE.UU. 


Washington, (EFE).- El dé- 
ficit presupuestario de Estados 
Unidos será de 199,000 millones 
de dólares este año, el más ele- 
vado en casi una década, según 
proyecciones divulgadas el miér- 
coles por la Oficina del Presu- 
puesto del Congreso (CBO). 

Para el próximo año, el déficit 
alcanzará los 145,000 millones de 
dólares, según la CBO, lo que 
podría polarizar el debate político 
entre demócratas y republicanos 
sobre sus respectivos planes para 
reactivar la economía estado- 
unidense. 

No obstante, el informe di- 
vulgado en rueda de prensa señala 
que, de mantenerse las políticas 
actuales y si se cumplen los pro- 
nósticos económicos de la CBO, 
entre 2004 y 2008 los déficit dis- 


minuirían para dar paso a un su- 
perávit, logrando un presupuesto 
más o menos equilibrado. 

Los analistas proyectaron 
también que entre 2004 y 2013, 
el superávit acumulado totalizará 
1,3 billones de dólares. 

La CBO divulgó su pronós- 
tico “imparcial” sobre el curso de 
la economía y de la crisis presu- 
puestaria en cumplimiento de una 
ley federal de 1974 para que el 
Congreso pueda sentar sus prio- 
ridades legislativas de este año. 

Tan sólo hace tres años, Es- 
tados Unidos gozó de un superávit 
sin precedentes de 236,000 
millones de dólares y los demó- 
cratas consideran que el primer 
plan de recortes de impuestos de 
Bush, puesto en marcha en 2001, 
contribuyó a su paulatina desa- 


parición. 

De ahí que el informe, aunque 
imparcial, sirva como arma po- 
lítica para la oposición demócrata,

Bush says U.S. will not wait for 
other nations to decide 


Washington (EFE).- The 
United States will not wait for the 
decisions of other nations con- 
cerning the Iraqi crisis, and will 
take whatever action it deems nec- 
esSary against the regime of 
Saddam Hussein in order to de- 
fend America, President George 
W. Bush said in his annual State 
of the Union message. 

Addressing a joint session of 
Congress late Tuesday, Bush said 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
had missed his “final chance” to 
cooperate with U.N. arms inspec- 
tions. 

While the president stopped 
short of declaring all-out war 
against Iraq, he said he was un- 
willing to allow weapons inspec- 
tions to continue for months as 
several U.S. allies have suggested 
and made it clear that “the course 
of this nation does not depend on 
the decisions of others.” 

“America's purpose is more 
than to follow a process,” Bush 
said. “Whatever action is re- 
quired, whenever action is neces- 
sary, I will defend the freedom and 
security of the American people.” 

The White House had said in 
advance that Bush would not de- 
clare war or give Iraq new ulti- 
matums during the Tuesday 
speech. Instead, Bush’s aides said 
he would use the address to press 
his case for continued military and 
diplomatic pressure as a means to 
force Iraq to disarm. 

During the hour-long speech, 
Bush provided examples of 
Saddam’s efforts to sidestep the 
inspections but no fresh evidence 
of the Iraqi leader's attempt to pro- 
duce weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. 

But he did declare that Iraq 
was still hiding chemical and bio- 
logical weapons, which he called 
a “flagrant violation” of U.N. Se- 
curity Council resolution 1441. 

Noting that there was cur- 
rently more than enough evidence 
to begin military operations 
against Iraq with or without the 
support of all Security Council 
nations, Bush said he would con- 
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sult with allies before launching 
an attack. 

“But let there be no misunder- 
standing,” Bush said. “If Saddam 
Hussein does not disarm com- 
pletely, for the security of our 
people and for peace in the world 
we will lead a coalition to disarm 
him.” 

“Almost three months ago, 
the United Nations Security 
Council gave Saddam Hussein his 
final chance to disarm,” Bush 
said. “He has shown instead his 
utter contempt for the United Na- 
tions, and for the opinion of the 
world.” 

The White House said Bush 
would soon begin providing more 
compelling evidence for a military 
intervention in Iraq, including in- 
telligence showing that Baghdad 
had moved weapons and other 
banned equipment ahead of in-

Bush also said that the United 
States now knows that “thousands 
of Iraqi security personnel are at 
work hiding documents and ma- 
terials from the U.N. inspectors — 
sanitizing inspection sites and 
monitoring the inspectors them- 
selves.” 

“The brutal dictator of Iraq is 
not disarming,” Bush said. “To the 
contrary, he 1s deceiving."<>

Fox urges multilateral, 
peaceful solution to Iraq crisis 


Berlin, (EFE).- Visiting 
Mexican President Vicente Fox 
said last Wednesday that he op- 
posed the use of military means 
to solve the Iraq crisis, while urg- 
ing the Baghdad government to 
cooperate fully with U.N. inspec- 


| tors. 


“The Iraq crisis should evoke 
a multilateral rather than unilat- 
eral response,” Fox said after 
meeting with Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder on the first day of his 
official visit to Germany. 

At a joint press conference 
with Schroeder, Fox said the gov- 
ernments of Mexico and Ger- 
many, both current rotating mem- 


bers of the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil, “are in full agreement on the 
way to solve the crisis.” 


“We agreed to move together 


and coordinate our actions on the 
Council,” Fox added. 

At a later meeting with the 
German press, Schroeder said 
Fox’s remarks signified “that 
Mexico and Germany want to 
vote, and will vote, in the same 
way” in the Security Council. 

Like his host, Fox praised the 
United States” decision to share 
with the Security Council intelli- 
gence information allegedly 
showing that Iraq possesses weap- 
ons of mass destruction “because 


that information will be very use- 
ful to the inspectors.” 

“The more information the 
inspectors have, the more com- 
plete and accurate the final report 
they submit to the Council.” Fox 
continued. “Mexico does not want 
war, but a process that leads to a 
peaceful solution,” he stressed. 

Fox joined Schroeder in urg- 
ing all countries and intelligence 
services that possess relevant in- 
formation on Iraq to put it on the 
table for the benefit of the inspec- 
tors, who, the Mexican president 
said, should be allowed all the 
time they need to do their job 
well.<> 
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Veracruz lives for Carnaval

The air hangs heavy any time 
of year in Veracruz, Mexico's hot 
and sultry principal port city. But 
the hearts of Jarochos. as the 
people of the city are known, are 
light. for winter means Carnaval, 
the wildest pre-Lenten celebration 
north of Rio. 

Mardi Gras in Veracruz— 
called Carnaval in Mexico-is the 
holiday celebrated as a festival 
of the libido before the Catholic 
period of Lent. Beginning every 
year nine days before Lent. Car- 
naval is exuberantly enjoyed with 
parades, floats, costumes, music, 
dancing. and all-night partying. 
Phe city of Veracruz virtually 
shuts Gown during the event as 
thousands of visitors from 
throughout Mexico descend on it 
to join the festivities. Visitors pack 
ihe streets and hotels, those with- 
out rooms live out of their cars. 

Though many centuries old, 
the idea of parades during Car- 
naval began in 1866. during the 
rergn of Emperor Maxmillian. 
Carnaval, as it exists today. has 
been held without interruption 
since 1923 

Veracruz Carnaval, like many 
of its fellow Latin American Car- 
navals, has merged church. state 
and the collective will of the 
people into unique annual tradi- 
ions that preserve the past while 
looking forward to the future. Five 
hundred years ago. the Venetians 
demonstrated how this could be 
done within the constraints of 
church oversight. They invented 
the word Carnevale-from the 
Latin roots carne meaning flesh 
and valle meaning farewell. 
Veracruz s Carnaval has a soul as 
old as the Olmecs and as new as 
the flowers sold by the Indian 
women in the Verazruz's Plaza de 
Armas-or as it is commonly 
known, the zocalo. 

Anticipation builds in the 
days before Carnaval as Jarochos 
make preparations for the impor- 
tant Zocalo Opening ceremony 
Quema del Mal Humor or The 
Burning of Bad Humor in which 


there's an enthustastic pursuit. 
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persecution and burning of the 
satanic personages identified as 
Mal Humor or bad mood. Once 
caught and tried, Mal Humor is 
buried so that all may sing and 
dance in the streets to infectious 
Caribbean/Spanish rhythms, fan- 
ciful costumes and masks. Until 
the adult grand parade on Satur- 
day night, the coronation of the 
Queen takes place. The Queen is 
Carnaval's most important per- 
sonage. She then crowns El Rey 
Feo or the Ugly King three days 
before Lent. There’s also a 
children’s parade. Carnaval con- 
cludes many parades later on Ash 
Wednesday with the last courtship 
and Funeral of Juan Carnaval, the 
most lavish of all parades. 

The parades feature hundreds 
of beautiful. scantily clad women 
shaking to Latin dance rhythms on 
some pretty large floats featuring 
beer and soda company props 
Jarochos create these fantastic 
floats. known as carros alegoricos 
or allegorical cars, with true Mexi- 
can flair using bright colors, 
papier mache figures, large flow 
ers, and live entertainment. It’s not 
unusual to see costumed drag 
queens parading alongside 
women in sparkling dresses. 

While the floats in the parades 
don't change that much, a Car- 
navelgoer needs to experience at 
least one of the four spectacular 
night parades where the water. 
lights, rhythms and interaction 
between the crowd and dancers 
gives back as much energy as a 
visitor wants to put into the po- 
tent mix. 

On the Sunday before Ash 
Wednesday, the longest and most 
lavish of the Carnaval parades 
takes place along the Malecon. or 
seaside promenade. Parades on 
other days are scaled-down ver- 
sions of this one. 

Jarochos are friendly and ea- 
ger to explain their special feel- 
ing for their home. Their deep at- 
traction for their alluring yet in- 
tangible city soul can best be felt 
at the zocalo. Year round, people 
sit in cafes drinking and chatting 
until all hours while listening to 
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be easily obtained at local hote! 
that have a political connection 
Instead. they immerse themsels 
in the rhythms of one the Arm 
rica s oldest Carnaval cities.

Un libro destaca 100 años de 
presencia hispana en Hollywood

Nueva York, (EFE).- “Los 
hispanos en Hollywood” es una 
completa guía de referencia a las 
no siempre conocidas contribu- 
ciones de los hispanos en los es- 
tudios de televisión y cine de los 
EE UY. 

En el comprensivo estudio in- 
troductorio, los autores revelan la 
ignorancia de los cineastas esta- 
dounidense en relación a la histo- 
ria latinoamericana lo cual, según 
ellos, los llevó a perpetuar mitos 
que irremediablemente han pa- 
sado a formar parte de la opinión 
popular del país. 

Luis Reyes, coautor del libro 
con Peter Rubie, comenta que aún 
en la década de los 90, Hollywood 
todavía persistía en perpetuar los 
estereotipos al dar a los actores 
hispanos papeles como sirvientas, 
residentes de barrios bajos. dro- 
gadictos pandilleros y señoritas 
apasionadas. 

“Cuando ingrese en la secun- 
daria, comencé a preguntarme por 
qué había tan pocos hispanos en 
el cine y aún menos en la televi- 
sión”, escribe Reyes. 

“También me asombraba que 
en los comerciales no aparecieran 
actores de la raza negra o his- 
panos; después de todo yo com- 
praba chocolates Nestlé o Chee- 
rios O Pepsi, igual que los niños 
estadounidenses”. 

Según Rita Moreno, quien 
escribió el prefacio a la edición, 
le ha tomado mucho tiempo a la 
industria teatral y cinematográfica 
reconocer la amplitud de talento 
de los hispanos.

The bills don't go away; neither 


does the maintenance of the na- 
tion. 

Bush pointed out that his pro- 
posed budget will “limit” discre- 
tionary spending by 4 percent next 
year, but avoids adding that mili- 
tary expenditures are exempt. He 
also wants to keep Social Secu- 
rity “sound and reliable” by of- 
fering accounts back to the worker 
for speculative investing. 

His second goal was to ad- 
dress the health care crisis. He is 
against a nationalized health care 
system, but for Americans having 
a good insurance policy and 
choosing their own doctors. He 
recommended Medicare reform 
so that it should cover prescrip- 
tion drugs and offers $400 billion 
towards that end over the next 
decade. He urged Congress to 
pass medical lability limits and 
announcing Project Bioshield, 
nearly $6 billion to make avail- 
able effective vaccines and treat- 
ments against agents like anthrax, 
botulinum toxin, Ebola and 
plague. 

As his third domestic pro- 
posal, Bush would like to see 
America gain energy indepen- 
dence by promoting energy effi- 
ciency and conservation, develop- 
ing cleaner technology and pro- 
ducing more energy at home. His 
“Clear Skies Legislation” will 
mandate a 70 percent cut in air 
pollution from power plants over 
the next 15 years. The “Healthy 
Forests Initiative” is expected to 
help prevent “the catastrophic 
fires that devastate communities 
kill wildlife and burn away mil- 
lions of acres of treasured forest.” 
To this end, he is proposing $1.2 
billion in research funding for de- 
veloping clean, hydrogen-pow- 
ered automobiles. 

His fourth goal for the nation 
is perhaps the most difficult to 
grasp. Bush urged passage of his 
“faith-based initiative” to focus 
the “compassion of America to the 
deepest problems of America... 
one heart and soul at a time.” He 
offered $450 million for a 
mentorship program for disadvan- 
taged junior high students and 
children of prisoners and a $600 
million program to help Ameri- 
cans receive drug treatment over 
the next three years. 

Bush very adamantly asked to 
end the practice of partial-birth 
abortion and to pass a law that 
prohibited human cloning of ev- 
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ery kind. 

The Bush International

Within all the many plati- 
tudes and banal efforts for ap- 
plause, President Bush let the na- 


tion know that he expected our 


financial obligations to reflect 
continued help in Afghanistan to 
“secure their country. rebuild their 
society and educate all their chil- 
dren - boys and girls.” He also 
promised to “continue to seek 
peace between a secure Israel and 
a democratic Palestine.” He also 
mentioned that “more than 60 per- 
cent of international food aid 
comes as a gift from the people 
of the United States”.

out a millionaire (Unz). Of course, 
Unz did not label as gullible the 
electorates of California, Arizona, 
and Massachusetts, where he 
scored victories. The fact is that 
Stryker could have bought the 
entire school her daughter attends 
and easily provide bilingual skills 
to her. She chose instead to push 
for keeping the door open to bi- 
lingualism for all of Colorado’s 
kids. She understands the mean- 
ing of bilingualism. Unz clearly 
does not. 

My colleague agreed with me 
that the word bilingual does not 
mean Spanish and asked me how 
we, as educators, can make it clear 
that bilingualism is a worthy goal 
and that it can include any two 


languages. I told him that as teach- 
ers we have an opportunity to in- 
fluence our students and teach 
them the appropriate meaning of 
words. I left him and went to my 
Italian class where I made some 
progress in turning American 
monolinguals into bilingual indi- 
viduals. Ciao!
